revenue was needed fcverybody agreed 
In that, and Its promoters and champions 
promised Increased revenues under It 
1 he new law, however, has so far failed 
utterly to produce the revenue expected 
from it by its champions, and never will 
Under Its operation, tho government has 
been steadily running tieblud, month 
after month, so that at tho ond of half a 
year s Democratic tnrlfl reform opera- 
tions expenditures have exeeede d receipts 
fully $27,000,000, and with fair prospect 
of doubling that deficit by tho end ol Che 
current fiscal year 


Last August, when the new UarliT bill 


was In the limbo ol conference, and just 
before It became law, Secretary Cnrlfole 
in a letter to Senator Harris estimated 
receipts for tho current flscal yt»ar under 
the proposed law at $378,000,000, a sum 
arjrtnly sufficient, bo thought, to pay ex- 
penses lor tho year and leave a surplus 
of 615,000,000 
Other Optimistic sup- 


porters of this benign law—which Gro- 
ver Cleveland wouldn't sign and couldn't 
veto, or couldn't or wouldn't veto—soon 
after It Went Into operation enthusiasti- 
cally predicted a surplus at tho cldse of 
the current flecnl year of anywhere from 
$20,000,000 to $50,000,000. Secretary 
Carlisle, so hopeful and buoyant la at 
August In predicting a surplus of #Ui,- 
000,000, three months later In his annual 
message to Congress revised bis former 
estimate and "camo down" a matter of 
$35,000 on receipts under tho new law 
and then estimated a deficiency- of $20,- 
000,000, Instead of a surplus of $15,000,- 
000* 


Observation of ihrco month a' opera- 


Lion of tbe new law diminished his con- 
fidence In It as a r vet. uc-producer to the 
extent of 635,000,000 a year. If tho Sec- 
retary would pow examine and analyze 
carefully tho figures put out from his 
department on January 1, showing tho 
results of tho rci'cnuo operations for tho 
last elx months, hla confidence in tho 
capacity of the Gorman-Wilson law to 
produce revenue would probably shrink 
another $20,000,000,or so, and he would 
look for a deficiency of at least $40,000,- 
000 at the end of the current fiscal year.

Tliejt Wear Diamonds Beaaueo They Im- 


prove Tliclr Opportunities—Many of tlio 
Walt Street Mercuries Have Accqau to 
Valuable Inforntptfon. 


, "Of course you know tboso chaps do 
toot live on their salaries, *' said a Wall 
street broker a few days ago, pointing 
to one of those speedy messengers that 
are seen daily just before Che close of 
the exchange flying frantically along 
the street. 
i 


"Just notice the next one that comes 


along,*1 the broker continued "It is 10 
to 1 that he wears diamonds If he does 
not, he is ignorant of the business " 
' At that moment one of the "mesaen 
gers, " having performed his speedy and 
mercurial duty, passed by on his way 
back to the office 
Sure enough, on the 


hand with which he mopped his per- 
spiring face there glistened a two narafc 
diamond, 


"It's easy enough," said tho broker 


"philosophically, "and it cannot be help 
ed Many of these messengers are 'con 
Sciential'—-that is, in tho hurry of tho 
closing moments of tho exchange they1 
receive orderd of the most important na- 
ture that are simply written on an open 
sheet of paper 
Many of these measen 


gers are frugal and quick witfced follows, 
who are ready to take advantage of op 
port unities as quick as a flash So far 
ao I know, they do nothing absolutely 
dishonest, although in many cases such 
a thing would be possible 


"Very often when they are given on 


ders to convey to brokers they digest 
them thoroughly, debate tho chances of 
success and act accordingly 
If they 


(think the order a good one they rush 
around to some bucket shop and buy 01 
sell, according to the tenjor of the order 
That is why they wear diamonds 
It is 


an easy thing for a messenger for a firm 
like that of Connor & Co. or Cammack 
to make money 
All they ha^ e to do is 


to follow their opportunities 
Go over 


to the Consolidated Exchange, and yon 
will see them " 


The broker was right 
While tlio 


bulls were bellowing and the lambs 
were bleating around the big railing 
two or three messengers who happened 
to haye nothing particular to do wore 
hangihg around watching the murkot 
with feverish anxiety Pretty soon they 
were re enforced by a now arrival 
Ho 


rushed rip to the railing and shouted 
frantically to a young broker on the 
floor whom I happened to know

whispered consultation took place, and 
then the broker dived into tho moloo 
and began to bid on a stock until he so

The turns and changes were fin 
more quick and decided, and it was an 
almost sure thing that tho small sptcu 
lator would be wiped out in a day or 
BO, Not half so many men. arb living by 
speculation in Wall street ad formerly, 
and many of those who dabble i» the* 
street do so merely for the fun of it
